DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 16-67 are withdrawn; claims 1-15 and 68 are pending. 

2. The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences affirmed the rejection(s) against 
independent claim 1 and depending claims 2-15, but reversed all rejections against 
claim 68 dependent thereon. In accordance with MPEP § 1214.06.1 (B)(1), the 
Examiner is cancelling claims 1-15, whose rejections were affirmed by the Board, and 
has re-written claim 68 in independent form. 

Examiner's Amendment 

The application has been amended as follows: 

- Cancel claims 1-67, and 

- Please modify claim 68 to read as follows: 

"68. An implantable device for preventing sudden cardiac death, comprising: 
a housing configured for implantation in a patient; 

energy delivery circuitry provided in the housing, the energy delivery circuitry 
configured to deliver only two forms of cardiac therapy, the two forms of cardiac therapy 
comprising a non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy and a therapy to treat a 
tachyarrhythmia; 

detection circuitry provided in the housing, the detection circuitry configured to 
detect cardiac rhythms; 
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a lead system comprising one or more lead electrodes, the lead system coupled 
to the energy delivery circuitry and the detection circuitry; and 

control circuitry provided in the housing and coupled to the energy delivery 
circuitry and the detection circuitry, the control circuitry configured to coordinate delivery 
of the tachyarrhythmia therapy in response to the detection of a tachyarrhythmia 
requiring treatment and delivery of the non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy in 
response to detection of cardiac asystole, 

wherein the non-physiologic, life sustaining pacing therapy comprises delivery of 
pacing pulses at a rate between 5-20 pulses per minute."
